The Labor Department’s Bureau 
of Labor Statistics reported that 
tile consumer price index rose by 
seven-tenths of one per cent be­ 
tween June and July. This boost­ 
ed it to 117 per cent of average 
1947-49 prices.

overall increase but that prices of 
all other major classes of goods 
and services also increased.
